Letters will be written to the 
Highway Traffic Board and the 
Greyhound Bus Company asking 
that a downtown bus depot be es¬ 
tablished in Vulcan, as the present 
location on the highway was in¬ 
convenient for bus passengers.

A meeting to discuss the est¬ 
ablishment of a Home tor Senior 
Citizens in Vulcan was held on 
Wednesday, Jan. 23, in the County 
of Vulcan Office. Those present 
at tile meeting were J. H. I. Aus¬ 
tin, Director of Homes tor the 
Aged, and the following represent¬ 
atives of the County and the 
towns and villages in the area; 
Jack Dettz Ar* Ulrich, M. R 
Morrison, Stanley Scales, D. Pit¬ 
cher, Gborge Smith, J. Allen, 
Leon Coe, R. O. Bertrand, V. D, 
Culp, B. M. Stokes and D. D. 
McQueen. 

Mr. Austin pointed out that 
such homes are established in 

areas where it is apparent there 
are sufficient persons over the age 
of 65 or 70 who are in need of 
home-like care and surroundings. 
It is then necessary far the repre¬ 
sentatives of the Municipalities 
concerned to agree to join a 
Foundation whereby the Founda¬ 
tion will be responsible for the 

operation of the Home and to 

take care of any deficit which 
might occur from the operation. 
It could reasonably be assumed 

that during the first year or two 
there would likely be some deficit 
as it requires a minimum of 25 
guests to meet the operations, ex¬ 
cluding the food, and in order 
that the Home might be self-sup¬ 
porting it would take 43 guests. 

The first requirement in getting 
a Home in Vulcan would be for 
the Town of Vulcan to provide a 
suitable site which would be ser¬ 
viced try water, sewer, gas, elec¬ 
tric power and sidewalks. When 
this requirement has been assured 
and all the Municipalities have 
agreed to enter into a Foundation 
to provide proper management of 
the Home, the Alberta Govern¬ 
ment will proceed to erect a 
standard iplan building suitable to 
accommodate 50 elderly persons 
and will also fully -furnish it in 
every detail and landscape the 
grounds and lay any walks etc. 
necessary to complete the Home. 
When all these details have been 
completed and the building is 
ready to receive paying guests 
the government will transfer the 
compl e t e - un i t , i n c lu di ng lands, 
buildings and furnishings to the 
Foundation. 

This Foundation has a Board of 
Directors, comprising at least one 
representative of each municipal 
council participating in the oper¬ 
ation, which is responsible for all 
staff and other operations of the 
Home. 

The intention of the Home is 
for the accommodation of Senior 
Citizens of the area who are in 
reasonably good health and do 
not require special nursing ser¬ 
vices. Each applicant is required 
to pay a monthly charge of $60.00 
for accommodation in a double 
room or $65.00 in a single room. 

Elderly couples are encouraged 
to avail themselves of these facili¬ 
ties and they will find they are 
among people of their own age and 
enjoy their company; in many 
cases, more than they would if 
they were with younger people. 
These Homes also relieve many 
crowded homes where children

Vote "Yes" On Feb. 8th 

On Friday, Feb. 8, Vulcan ratepayers will vote 
for or against a by-law to authorize the town to 
borrow the sum of $302,750 for the purpose of ex¬ 
tending the water supply and distribution system of 
the town. The extension referred to is, of course, the 
proposed pipeline to the Little Bow River and the con¬ 
struction of two 40-million-gallon reservoirs adjacent 
to town.

This is a big investment, but it is an investment 
in the future of Vulcan and as such deserves the un¬ 
qualified support of every ratepayer. Vulcan has 
been growing steadily but slowly and the rate of 
growth can be expected to quicken once an ample 
supply of good quality water is available. 

Situated in one of the highest per capita income 
districts in the province, Vulcan has long been recog¬ 
nized as a better than average business town. But as 
a place to live, its attractiveness has certainly been 
hampered by the water situation. The perennial short¬ 
age of water in the summer months, coupled with the 
high Glauber’s salt content of the water, created a 
generally bad situation. Trying to grow a good gar¬ 
den or lawn was a frustrating experience if one de¬ 
pended on town water to supplement the scarce rain¬ 
fall of recent years, and a common warning to anyone 
visiting Vulcan for the first time was “don’t drink the 
water.” 

Thousands of dollars have been spent drilling 
wells in an effort to find good water in large quantity, 
but with little success. The best technical advice has 
been sought and the logical conclusion was that the 
town’s needs would have to be supplied from a source 
of surface water. An all-weather pipeline to Lake Mc¬ 
Gregor, some 20 miles east, would no doubt be the 
best solution but the estimated cost of well over 
$800,000 is far beyond the town’s borrowing power. 
The proposed $300,000 Little Bow project should 
serve the needs of the town for many years and can 
be financed without placing too heavy a burden on the 
taxpayers. ( 

As the maior population and business centre of 
the County of Vulcan, the town is in a good position 
for further growth. But the needs of the present, as 
well as the future population, make it imperative that 
the ratepayers approve By-law No. 435. 

A 66% majority is needed. Be sure to vote on 
Feb. 8, and be sure to mark your ballot in favor of 
the by-law.
